TO CONTACT SEVERAL SOVIET JEWISH FAMILIES WHILE IN USSR. 

3. DEPARTMENT CONTACTED AXLER MARCH 29 TO CLARIFY PURPOSE 
OF HIS TRIP. AXLER SAID MAIN PURPOSE WAS TOURISM, AND HE 
HAD SO INDICATED ON HIS VISA APPLICATION, ALTHOUGH HE DOES 
PLAN TO SEEK OUT SOME SOVIET JEWS. HE ALSO PLANS TO CARRY 
WITH HIM PERSONAL COPIES OF PRAYER BOOKS AND ONE HEBREW 
PRIMER. 

4. DEPTOFF DISCUSSED WITH AXLER SENSITIVITY OF SOVIET 
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HE UNDERSTOOD FULLY. DEPTOFF HAS ALSO INFORMED REP. STEELE 
DETAILS OF PROPOSED TRIP BY AXLERS. KISSINGER 
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
